ARSENAL’S title challenge suf¬ 
fered a blow as Jon Walters’ 
second-half penalty saw them 
condemned to a 1 -0 defeat at 
Stoke. 

Walters stepped up in the 76th 
minute to slot home a spot-kick 
he had won when his flick struck 
the arm of Laurent Koscielny in 
the Gunners box. 

The result, coupled with 
Chelsea’s win at Fulham, means 
second-placed Arsenal are now 
four points adrift of the Blues. 

Stoke were certainly good 
value for their victory, as they 
claimed another notable scalp 
for the season - following on 
from home triumphs against 
Chelsea and Manchester United 
- and once again proved to be 
Arsenal’s bogey side. 

Since the Potters were pro¬ 
moted to the top-flight in 2008, 
they have hosted Arsenal seven 
times and lost only once. 

As this game got under way, 
there was plenty of noise being 
generated from the stands at the 
Britannia Stadium, with Potters 
captain Ryan Shawcross, four 
years after his tackle left Arsenal 
midfielder Aaron Ramsey with a 
broken leg, being booed by a 
section of away fans and some 
of their counterparts chanting 
about Gunners boss Arsene 
Wenger, who once suggested 
Stoke employ “rugby” tactics. 

On the field, though, things 
were more serene, the match 
struggling to spark into life. 
Walters sent a header wide from 
a delightful Marko Arnautovic 
cross around the quarter-hour 
mark and saw the assistant ref¬ 
erees’ flag had been raised, 
before Santi Cazorla advanced 
to the edge of the box to fire 
Arsenal’s first attempt on goal 
off-target. 

Olivier Giroud failed to make 
the most of a whipped Kieran 
Gibbs delivery from the left as 
he went to meet it with his head, 
and Asmir Begovic then easily 


collected a nodded attempt 
from the France striker. 

At the other end, a deflected 
Steven Nzonzi pass came to 
Peter Crouch, who shot into the 
side-netting, and Arsenal’s 
response saw Lukas Podolski 
lash the ball wide having been 
fed by Mikel Arteta. 

Perhaps as a sign of frustra¬ 
tion, some fairly hefty challenges 
followed, one of which involved 
Giroud in a sandwich between 
Marc Wilson and Glenn Whelan. 
The incident resulted in a Stoke 
free-kick, although replays 
appeared to show that Whelan 
had stood on Giroud’s ankle. 

Whelan then brought a diving 
save out of Wojciech Szczesny 
just prior to the break with a 
swerving strike from the edge of 
the box, before Cazorla called 
Begovic into action by thumping 
a shot from similar range. 

Stoke looked to keep the 
tempo up in the early stages of 
the second period. 

Nzonzi sent a tame header at 
Szczesny and Crouch diverted 
the ball wide with a miscued 
acrobatic attempt and then 
stretched to get a harmless 
boot to a Charlie Adam free- 
kick that it seemed he would 
have been better attacking with 
a header. 

Stoke continued to press and 
after Szczesny dived to turn a 
glanced Crouch header behind, 
the corner led to the ball drop¬ 
ping nicely for Cameron, but he 
could only poke wide. 

The Potters were rewarded 
around ten minutes later when 
Koscielny was adjudged to have 
handled the ball and Walters, 
putting past penalty misses 
behind him, made no mistake 
from the spot. 

Mesut Ozil flashed a shot 
across Begovic’s goal and his 
fellow Arsenal substitute Yaya 
Sanogo then struck over the bar 
as the Gunners failed to find an 
equaliser.

SCHURRLE TREBLE IS 
TOPS FOR CHELSEA 


GERMAN midfielder Andre 
Schurrle netted a second- 
half hat-trick to keep 
Chelsea top of the Barclays 
Premier League with a 3-1 
win in the west London 
derby at Fulham, who 
remain bottom. 

Chelsea boss Jose Mourinho 
had been concerned a gruelling 
midweek Champions League 
trip to Istanbul would leave his 
players fatigued for the short 
journey down to Craven 
Cottage. 

However, despite a slow start, 
the Blues, driven on by brilliant 
Belgian midfielder Eden 
Hazard, blew Fulham away 
with three goals in the space of 
16 minutes following the restart 
to stay clear of Arsenal and 
Manchester City in the champi¬ 
onship race. 

For Fulham boss Felix 
Magath, there remains plenty 
more hard work ahead if his 
side are to pull clear of trouble, 
and had only a consolation goal 
from John Heitinga to show for 
their spirited efforts. 

It had earlier been a bright 
start by the home side in some 
welcome sunshine. 

Pajtim Kasami’s cross from 
the left was flicked wide by 
Clint Dempsey, when a proper 
contact from the American 
could well have put the ball in 
the net. 

There was a brief stoppage 
when Fulham defensive duo 
Kieran Richardson and Brede 
Hangeland clashed heads on 
the half-way line. After some 
treatment, both men were able 
to continue. 

On 12 minutes, Fulham goal¬ 
keeper Maarten Stekelenburg 
delayed clearing a deadball, 
which saw him closed down by 
Fernando Torres, retained in 
the starting XI after his mid¬ 
week goal in Turkey. 

The ball ballooned back up off 
the Chelsea striker and into the 
penalty area, but Torres could 
not make the most of the gift, as 
he miskicked and then eventu¬ 
ally sent a scuffed cross-shot 
wide. 

Fulham had to make a change 
shortly afterwards as captain 
Hangeland was unable to con¬ 
tinue, and replaced by Dan 
Burn. 

On 20 minutes, Richardson got 
away again down the left and 


his deep cross picked out 
Dempsey, but John Terry and 
Gary Cahill were quick to close 
the Fulham striker down as he 
shaped to shoot. 

Neither side were able to gain 
much possession in midfield, 
with some niggling tackles fly¬ 
ing in. 

With five minutes to go until 
half-time, Fulham tried a well- 
drilled free-kick from 25 yards 
which saw three players run 
over the ball before Kasami 
sent in a low drive, which Petr 
Cech got down well to save. 

Steve Sidwell then drove an 
angled shot over the crossbar 
after a deep ball from the right 
dropped at the back of the six- 
yard box. 

However, it took a fine reac¬ 
tion save from Stekelenburg on 
the stroke of half-time to keep 
the scores level when he 


deflected an angled drive from 
Torres over the crossbar. 

Chelsea were on the offensive 
again at the start of the second 
half, as Schurrle saw a curled 
effort deflected wide, when 
Oscar was free on the overlap. 

The German, though, made no 
mistake a few moments later 
when he fired Chelsea ahead on 
52 minutes. 

Hazard - on his 100th Chelsea 
appearance - chipped a ball 
down the right, which Schurrle, 
signed from Leverkusen in the 
summer, took in his stride with 
a superb cushioned header. A 
darting run saw him surge past 
Burn and to the edge of the 
Fulham penalty area, where he 
coolly slotted the ball under 
Stekelenburg. 

Hazard almost crafted a sec¬ 
ond with a lovely reverse-foot 
chip to the far post where 


Richardson just got there ahead 
of Torres. 

It was, though, 2-0 on 65 min¬ 
utes, with the Belgian playmak- 
er again the provider as his 
slide-rule pass split the Fulham 
defence as Schurrle slotted in 
his second from 12 yards. 

Despite having the game won, 
Chelsea remained ruthless in 
attack and Schurrle completed 
his hat-trick on 68 minutes. 

Torres brought down a long 
ball from the goalkeeper, which 
he flicked on out to Schurrle, 
who sprinted clear to the edge 
of the Fulham area before slam¬ 
ming a low shot past 
Stekelenburg. 

Fulham at least salvaged some 
pride from the derby when 
defender Heitinga bundled the 
ball in from a corner by Lewis 
Holtby with 16 minutes left, but 
it was too little too late.

Pardew said afterwards: “It 
was a heat of the moment thing 
-1 massively regret it.” 

Pardew, who has had touch- 
line altercations with Paolo di 
Canio, Saints boss Mauricio 
Pochettino and Maneul 
Pellegrini in the last year, con¬ 
tinued: “I think I’m going to sit 
down now because that’s two or 
three incidents I’ve been 
involved in. I think I’m going to 
sit now. 

“I didn’t meant to do anything 
aggressive but I moved my head 
forward and that’s enough. 

“It’s a shame because it took 
the gloss off a fantastic perfor¬ 
mance from us.

Sub Lukaku 
sinks Irons 


SUBSTITUTE Romelu Lukaku 
marked his return from a 
month on the sidelines 
through injury with a late 
winner against West Ham to 
breathe much-needed life 
into Everton. 

The on-loan Chelsea for¬ 
ward will also be looking for 
it to give his form a lift as it 
was his first goal since the 
end of December which gave 
his side a 1-0 win. 

It was perhaps fitting a 
striker should decide what 
was, in the majority, a rather 
turgid affair on the 34th 
anniversary of the death of 
Goodison's greatest 
goalscorer Dixie Dean. 

With his loan spell due to 
end in three months, and no 
prospect of a permanent stay 
so far, Lukaku will never 
match Dean’s record of 383 
goals in 433 appearances, 
but this strike was an impor¬ 
tant one as the Toffees had 
failed to score in three of 
their last four league match¬ 
es and had won just twice 
since the turn of the year. 

That run has seen them 
drop well off the pace for 
Champions League con¬ 
tention but this result will 
give them a much-needed lift. 

Up to the goal being 
scored, the major talking 
point was referee Jon Moss’ 
assessment that Gareth 
Barry had not fouled Kevin 
Nolan just as the West Ham 
captain looked to be clean 
through on goal in the first 
half. 

A red card at that point may 
have changed the outcome, 
especially with West Ham 
having won their last four and 
with four clean sheets in their 
last five games, and manager 
Sam Allardyce was visibly 
aggrieved at the decision. 

Everton struggled to trouble 
goalkeeper Adrian, with only 
Steven Naismith’s angled 
strike and Gerard Deulofeu’s 
weaving run through the 
Hammers’ massed ranks to 
shoot narrowly wide genuine¬ 


ly threatening. 

With the hosts coming up 
against a barrier - both phys¬ 
ical and mental - in the final 
third, it seemed both sides 
were happier counter-attack¬ 
ing. 

But when Carlton Cole 
flicked on a ball to Nolan, 
exploiting a space between 
the centre-back pair of 
Sylvain Distin and John 
Stones, deputising for the 
injured Phil Jagielka, Barry 
appeared to have both arms 
around the Hammers cap¬ 
tain’s midriff before he went 
to ground on the edge of the 
area, although Moss waved 
play on. 

The introduction of Andy 
Carroll, on for an injured 
Carlton Cole, saw West Ham 
raise their game as they 
started to dominate the phys¬ 
ical battle. 

Steven Pienaar came clos¬ 
est to scoring less than two 
minutes into the second half 
when Leighton Baines teed 
him up for a low shot from 
the left of the penalty area, 
but Adrian did enough to tip 
it on to the post and then 
recover to claim Deulofeu’s 
rebounded effort. 

Pienaar did not do so well 
with Baines’ next pass, loop¬ 
ing a shot over the crossbar, 
while Carroll forced Howard 
to tip over a rasping left-foot 
effort from distance after 
Stone’s poor touch and 
drilled over another powerful 
half-volley. 

Lukaku finally made his 
return on the hour and Aiden 
McGeady arrived ten minutes 
later, but they struggled to 
add any life to Everton up 
front. 

That was, however, until 
eight minutes from time, 
when Baines’ cut-back 
picked out Lukaku on the 
penalty spot and he rammed 
home left-footed. 

Energised, the Belgian was 
narrowly over with a volley 
on the turn but he had 
already done enough.

But after Andrew Surman had 
met Harry Arter’s delivery with a 
fierce drive, Rovers goalkeeper 
Johnstone was well placed to palm 
his effort over the crossbar. 

Kermorgant fired wide fol¬ 
lowing another well- 
worked corner, the 
striker latching on to 
Harte’s flag kick 
after Arter, pic¬ 
tured right, had 
foxed the Rovers 
defence with a 
clever step-over. 

And as 

Cherries con¬ 
tinued to cre¬ 
ate chances, 
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Matt Ritchie’s deflected shot whistled past 
the upright after Kermorgant’s header had 
teed him up. 

Cherries were finally rewarded for their 
litany of goalscoring chances when they 
made the breakthrough after 26 minutes. 

Kermorgant gave his marker the slip and 
slotted the ball between the legs of Rovers 
goalkeeper Johnstone after meeting a cross 
from the left from Harte. 

And just seconds later, Cherries were 
denied a penalty when referee Darren 
Sheldrake turned down their appeals after 
Surman had been sent sprawling by 
Abdoulaye Meite. 

Fraser, slipped in by Kermorgant’s 
defence-splitting pass, saw his shot turned 
past the post by the overworked Johnstone 
before Cherries doubled their lead on the 
stroke of half-time. 

Kermorgant outjumped his marker at the 
far post and powered home a header after 
Simon Francis had picked him out with a 
deep cross from the right. 

Grabban went close to adding a third 
when he held off Khumalo and let fly with 
an angled drive, only for Johnstone to beat 
away the striker’s fierce drive. 

Arter made no mistake when he extended 
Cherries’ lead five minutes into the second 
half, the midfielder’s venomous strike 
from the edge of the box fizzing past 
Johnstone. 

And Kermorgant completed his hat-trick 
with a header from a Francis cross after 73 
minutes, the Frenchman diving full 
length to plant the ball past 
Johnstone.

AS England prepare to face 
Denmark in the first of many 
friendlies arranged in preparation 
for this summer’s World Cup, the 
expectation level among the coun¬ 
try’s fans is at an all-time low.

PERFECT WORLD 


The hope is Rooney can now get back to 
doing what he does best, playing football. But 
what of the two together? Can Sturridge 
shrug off the impression that he remains a 
greedy footballer? 

Will Rooney be willing to relinquish his 
role as England’s go-to front man? 

In a perfect world, Rooney would just 
replace Liverpool’s Luis Suarez alongside 
Sturridge and the goals would continue to 
flow. 

Unfortunately, football sometimes isn’t so 
simple. 

It is much easier to strike up a partnership 
with a teammate when training with him 
every day, as opposed to once or twice every 
couple months. 

Both players were on the scoresheet 
against Montenegro, in October, but it was 
Andros Townsend who stole the headlines 
that day. 

With four fixtures to come before England 
kick-off their World Cup campaign against 
Italy in the rainforest, there is still time for 
things to be ignited. 

On paper, they seem a perfect foil for each 
other - but football isn’t won on paper. 

It’s up to Hodgson to figure out a way to 
make it work, or risk another summer of dis¬ 
appointment.

ASK Evertonians this year if Roberto 
Martinez, pictured above, has been better 
than David Moyes, and most would 
respond with a resounding ‘yes’. 

They would argue that the football is 
more attractive, played at a faster tempo, 
and players are developing at a better 
rate. 

Statistics, however, demonstrate other¬ 
wise. 

Using the popular site Squawka, which 
uses information like total goals scored, 
goals conceded, average pass length and 
several other indicators to determine a 
performance score for the team as a 
whole, we can analyse this year’s Everton 
side and last year’s after the same amount 
of games. 

What it actually shows is that, in their 
first 26 games last season, Everton had a 
performance score of 6,984, whereas this 
year’s is 6,609 - 375 points lower. 

A brief glance at those sorts of numbers 
highlights a few shocking home truths. 

This time last year, Everton had scored a 
total of 40 goals, whereas this year they 
are on 37, despite the general opinion that 
the team is playing better attacking foot¬ 
ball. 

To add to this, last year the side had cre¬ 
ated 326 goalscoring chances, whereas 
this year the total is 286. 

Before Martinez arrived, many worried 
that he would bring his teams’ penchant 
for conceding goals with him, yet, some¬ 
what ironically, Everton have only conced¬ 
ed 27 times this year, compared to last 
season’s total of 32. 

A staple of the style of football that 
Martinez has brought to Everton is, of 
course, the possession game the 
Spaniard cherishes. 

In this case, the average pos¬ 
session statistic is up to 54 
per cent from 52 per cent last 
season, while the average 
pass accuracy has increased 
from 80 per cent to 83 per 
cent. 

Somewhat surprising is the 
nature of these passes. 

Under Moyes, right,many 
critics, such as Sir Alex 
Ferguson, bitterly 
claimed that Everton 
played long-ball 
football to utilise 
the talents of 
midfielder 


Marouane Fellaini. 

However, the statistics for both seasons 
are shockingly similar. 

Under Moyes, Everton had averaged 42 
long balls per game by this time, whereas 
this year they have played 41. 

To add to this, the average pass length 
has remained the same, at 20m, discredit¬ 
ing the long ball debate from seasons 
past. 

Surprisingly, the team has scored two 
more set-piece goals than this time last 
year, while retaining their competitive 
edge that many credited them with - their 
average ‘duels won’ percentage remaining 
at 52 per cent. 

The side is also close in the yellow/red 
card totals. 

Many would point out that these types of 
statistics also discredit the ‘overly-physi- 
cal’ tag that had been labelled on the 
team in the past. 

Of course, reading over these statistics 
demonstrates that the margins are mini¬ 
mal. 

While the side has improved on posses¬ 
sion and pass accuracy, as they continue 
to learn Martinez’s style of play, they have 
surprisingly improved defensively too. 

However, with this possession-based 
game, it seems that Everton have lost 
some of their attacking edge, with the 
number of goals scored and chances cre¬ 
ated both in reduced figures from this 
time last year. 

This is where the debate moves beyond 
the footballing statistics. 

The line from those associated with 
Everton is that Martinez has improved the 
mood around the entire club, while sup¬ 
porters have been repeatedly impressed 
by the desire to re-engage with the 
fanbase through various schemes, 
the majority of which their Spanish 
manager has been directly involved 
in. 

As a result, the statistics shown 
here must be taken with a pinch 
of salt, but it is my belief that 
the football and the club have 
become better under the new 
manager and, to that degree, 
the answer to this article’s 
leading question is that 
Martinez is indeed 
better for 
Everton 
Football Club 
than Moyes.

That makes it all the worst in 
many ways as, sadly, actions 
like this affect all journalists 
who get tarred with the same 
brush. 

It infuriates Adam Rant that 
people act like this. 

All right, there are many pro¬ 
fessions that get a bad name 
thanks to the actions of a hand¬ 
ful of people while everybody 
else is just trying to do an hon¬ 
est day’s work. 

But journalists are right up 
there in the public’s eyes. They 


are portrayed as the sort of peo¬ 
ple who will do anything for a 
story. 

For the vast majority of pro¬ 
fessionals that is certainly not 
the case. It is a job the same as 
any other, and your moral com¬ 
pass is perfectly intact. 

When people do 
things like 
this though, 
and what 
we have 
seen with 
phone 
hack¬ 
ing, it 


impacts everybody. 

Indeed, it has a bigger impact 
on those operating in the pro¬ 
fession than people caught out 
who may leave it as a result. 

Firstly, Mourinho’s conversa¬ 
tion does appear to clearly have 
been private and so should 
never have been considered for 
broadcast. 

Secondly, on a slight tangent, 
the ability to have off the record 
conversations with journalists 
is vital for both sides. 

It allows those in the spotlight 
to get their point across and 
impart information that they 
may not wish to do so on the 
record. 

It also allows jour¬ 
nalists to get stories 
and ensure that 
the facts behind 
them are correct. 

It is part of nor¬ 
mal, everyday 
business. 

Few in the public 
probably actually 
realise how many stories 
they consume in a day that 
are complied like that. 

That it is off the record is a 
matter of trust between the per¬ 
son speaking and the journalist 


and is something which takes a 
long time to build up but sec¬ 
onds to destroy. 

The problem with things like 
what happened with Mourinho 
this week is that it undermines 
all journalists. All managers 
will suddenly go a little coyer as 
a result, even with people they 
know deep down they can rely 
upon to be fair. 

Ultimately, that only impacts 
upon the public who consume 
the news in whatever format, 
as it is the stories they will 
read, see or hear that are com¬ 
promised as a result. 

You don’t want to end up in 
the ridiculous situation that 
you see abroad where celebri¬ 
ties cover their mouths when 
they are chatting to somebody 
next to them in case it gets 
picked up or lip read by some¬ 
body with nothing better to do. 

It really is such a sad state of 
affairs. 

Adam Rant despairs that peo¬ 
ple in his profession can do 
such things. 

One cheap moment impacts 
on so many others who are try¬ 
ing to do an honest job. Thanks 
very much.

He replaced him with Mauricio Pochettino, a 
manager with no experience of English foot¬ 
ball, that could barely speak the language and 
liked to play a high tempo, pressing style of 
football. 

Last December, West Brom 
chairman Jeremy Peace took 
the decision to sack Steve 
Clarke, right, who had guided 
Albion to a superb eighth 
place finish in the Premier 
League and, despite a less 
impressive season this time 
out, appeared to be steering his 
club towards a midtable finish. 

He was replaced the following month by 
Pepe Mel, a manager with no experience of 
English football, that could barely speak the 
language and liked to play a high tempo, 
pressing style of football. 

To say those two decisions have produced 
opposite results would be something of an 
understatement. 

Pochettino has delivered to Saints and the 
move is now hailed as a brilliant masterstroke, 
rather than the madness that many people felt 
it was at the time. 

Mel has gone the other way, and after six 
games there is already talk that his days at 
West Brom might be numbered. 

It just goes to show the fine line that is con¬ 
stantly being trodden at football clubs. 

What works for one might not for another.

SCOTT Brown believes 
Darren Fletcher’s return to 
the Scotland scene is a 
“huge” boost to their Euro 
2016 qualifying hopes. 

Brown has been Scotland 
captain under Gordon 
Strachan over the past 12 
months but he could be dis¬ 
placed now that Fletcher is 
back from long-term illness. 
However, Brown is more 
interested in Fletcher helping 
Scotland work towards the 
European Championship 
finals in France than con¬ 
cerning himself with who will 
wear the armband in next 
Wednesday’s friendly in 
Poland. 

“I’m not really too sure 
what’s happening, I’ve not 
spoken to the gaffer or 
Darren himself,” Brown, pic¬ 
tured below, said. “But it’s 
great Darren is back, it’s 
going to help us push for that 
second or third spot. 

“It’s not for me 
to decide. But 
the main 
thing is 
Darren is 
back in the 
squad and 
looking for¬ 
ward to the 
Euros. 

“It’s huge. He plays 
for Man United, one of the 
biggest teams in the world. 
When he was fit he was play¬ 
ing week in, week out, so it 
shows what a quality player 
he is.” 

The Warsaw clash has taken 
on new significance after 
Scotland were drawn against 
the Poles in the qualifiers, 
alongside Germany, the 
Republic of Ireland and 
Georgia. Brown believes 
Scotland have a good chance 
of getting through that group, 
either as the second-placed 
team or through the play-offs.

Shaw’s St Mary’s colleague Calum 
Chambers also started that game, as 
did Derby’s Will Hughes. 

Hughes has even more first team 
experience than Shaw, having 
played almost 70 league games for 
the Rams and is just a few months 
younger. 

As he had done for the U16s, Shaw 
also managed to score for the U17s. 

He netted direct from a free kick in 
a 5-0 European Championship qual¬ 
ifying win against Latvia in October 
2011. 

His two goals for England are the 
only ones of his career so far, as he 
is still waiting for his first Saints 
one after 55 appearances. 


Shaw was fast-tracked into the 
England U21 squad last season, hav¬ 
ing never played for the U19s at all. 

Frustratingly, he had to pull out of 
four squads through injury before 
finally making his U21 debut against 
Moldova last September. 

Shaw subsequently played in a 1-1 
draw in Finland and in the 3-0 win 
against the same opponents at 
Reading. 

There he again showed his attack¬ 
ing instincts, firing in a shot which 
was parried for West Bromwich 
Albion’s Saido Berahino to score 
one of his two goals. 

Shaw again had to pull out of the 
squad through injury when the U21s 
last played, a 9-0 destruction of San 
Marino last November was fellow 
Saint James Ward-Prowse was 
among the scorers. 

ADAM LALLANA 

Made a goalscoring debut for

Despite failing to impress on his 
debut against Chile last November, 
Rodriguez’s subsequent perfor¬ 
mances for Saints have kept him in 
the forefront of Hodgson’s mind. 

Prior to playing against Chile, 
Rodriguez had won just a single 
England U21 cap, playing as a sub 
against Italy in 2011 during his time 
at Burnley. 

RICKIE LAMBERT 

Had never won England honours 
at any age group level prior to mak¬ 
ing a sensational senior debut 
against Scotland last August. 

Called into action as a second half 
sub, Lambert headed what proved to 
be England’s winner with his first 
touch in international football. 

The Saints talisman, who turned 
32 last month, then scored against 
Moldova in a World Cup qualifier on 
his first competitive outing for his 
country. 

Has since won two more caps, 
against Ukraine and Germany. 

JAMES WARD-PROWSE 

The midfielder made his England 
U17 debut in August 2010 when he 
was still a few months short of his 
16th birthday. 

The last of his seven caps at the age 
group came the following February. 

After making his Saints debut in a 
League Cup tie at Crystal Palace 
in November 2011, Ward- 
Prowse was handed his 
England U19 debut the follow¬ 
ing September. 

He went on to win four caps 
for Noel Blake’s side, his last 
coming against Turkey a year 
ago this month. 

His impressive form for 
Saints in the Premier League 
last season when him a call 
up to Peter Taylor’s squad 
for last summer’s World 
Under-20 Cup. 

Though England failed to 

win any of their three group 
games, Ward-Prowse was one of 
only a handful of players to enhance 
their reputation at the tournament. 

As a result, he was promoted to the 
U21 squad, making his debut against 
Moldova last September in the same 
game that saw Luke Shaw capped at 
the age group for the first time.

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Ward-Prowse netted his first 
England goal in a 5-0 win against 
Lithuania at Ipswich’s Portman Road 
last October. 

The following month he repeated 
the feat in a 9-0 rout of San Marino - 
his 25-yard effort putting Gareth 
Southgate’s starlets 4-0 ahead after 
only 24 minutes. 

It was the biggest win in the 
European U21 Championship since 
the tournament started in the year 
Saints won the FA Cup. 

SAM GALLAGHER 

Gallagher has snubbed Scotland’s 
attempts to keep him involved in 
their international line-up. 

The 18-year-old Saints striker, who 
scored his first goal for the club in 
January’s FA Cup win against 
Yeovil, made his Scottish U19 debut 
as a second half sub against Iceland 
at Stirling last September. 

If that game had been a competitive 
match, Gallagher - English born but 
with Scottish parentage - would not 
have been allowed to change alle¬ 
giance and represent England. 

Scottish FA performance 
director Mark Wotte, the 
former Saints boss, and 
Under-19s coach Ricky 
Sbragia - who introduced 
Devon-born Gallagher into 
his youth set-up two years 
ago - had been hopeful 
Gallagher would stay with 
the Scots. 

Sbragia and Gallagher spoke a 
few days after Gallagher had made an 
impressive first Premier League start 
against Arsenal at St Mary’s in 
January. 

At the time Sbragia was confident 
Gallagher could step up to Billy 
Stark’s Under-21 side when the Scots 
face Hungary at Tannadice next 
Wednesday. 

Sadly for him, though, Gallagher 
will be making his England debut 
against Turkey at Chester instead. 

Back in November, Gallagher gave 
no impression of being unsettled with 
his choice of nationality ahead of a 
Scotland get-together. 

He said at the time: “I’m happy with 
Scotland. I would just like to kick on 
and try to work my way up the age 
groups there.” 

His thoughts have since changed, 
and it’s a case of deja vu for the Scots. 

The next player explains why ... 

MATT TARGETT 

Gallagher’s Saints colleague has 
also decided in recent months to 
choose an international career with 
England rather than the Scots. 

Targett started the Scotland under- 
19 game against Iceland last 
September that saw Gallagher intro¬ 
duced in the second half. 

A few weeks later, the central 
defender was making his England 
U19 debut in a 4-1 friendly victory in 
Hungary alongside Saints colleague 
Calum Chambers. 

Targett is still waiting to make his 
competitive Saints debut. 

CALUM CHAMBERS 

Now established as a right back in 
the Saints first team, it was as a 
winger that Chambers made his 
England U17 debut in February 2012 
in the Algarve tournament. 

He scored in his second game, a 2-2 
draw against Holland, and also in his 
third, a 2-1 victory against France

that ensured England won the four- 
team tournament. 

Chambers then made it three goals 
in his first four U17 appearances, bag¬ 
ging the only goal of a European 
Championship qualifying group tie 
against Ukraine. 

After making six appearances for 
John Peacock’s side, Chambers was 
promoted into Noel Blake’s U19s set¬ 
up. 

He has been a regular for the last 
couple of years, and will be aiming to 
win his 20th U20 cap against Turkey 
at Chester next Wednesday. 


After moving back into defence, 
Chambers has lost most of his 
goalscoring prowess for his country - 
but still has one goal to his name. 

He has been chosen as captain by 
former Pompey defender Blake on 
his last handful of outings. 

Speaking last November, he said 
Saints’ increasing amount of England 
internationals was acting as a spur to 
him. 

“It’s an amazing time at the 
moment,” he admitted. “We’ve got 
three players in the England senior 
squad, two in the Under-21s and obvi¬ 


ously a couple here with the U19s - 
you couldn’t get much better than 
that to be honest - and in the 
league we’re flying at the 
moment as well. 

“Seeing those guys doing 
so well definitely motivates 
players at my age. I’m real¬ 
ly pleased for Jay 
[Rodriguez] and Adam 
[Lallana] - they deserve it. 
“Also seeing Luke [Shaw] 
and James [Ward-Prowse] 
doing so well in the Under-21s 
is fantastic. 

“It’s an inspiration and a motiva¬ 
tion seeing first-hand that the path 
from development teams to senior 
squad is there. 

“Obviously it makes it more chal¬ 
lenging for me personally, but that’s 
definitely a good thing. 

“Training has become a lot more 
intense because everyone is on such 
a high at the moment. 

I like a challenge.” 

HARRISON REED 

The midfielder, who turned 19 in 
January, has won comparisons with 
Paul Scholes both due to his ginger 
hair and his style of play. 

Reed, inset above, has made one 
start for Saints this season, playing 
the whole 90 minutes of the League 
Cup loss at Sunderland last 
November. 

He has also made three late sub 
appearances in cup ties against 
Barnsley, Bristol City and 
Sunderland. 

And it was as an 89th minute sub 
that he made his Premier League 
debut at hometo Manchester City last 
December. 

Reed will be making his England 
international debut if he plays 
against Turkey next Wednesday, 
having never appeared at any level 
before. 

Even with such brief playing time 
at Saints under his belt, it seems 
that national bosses trust Saints’ 
academy structure implicitly. 

NATHANIEL CLYNE 

Even though he was not one of the 
nine Saints players called up to play 
for England next week, the right back 
cannot be far from Hodgson’s mind. 

The Londoner was still at Crystal 
Palace when he made his England 
U19 debut against Russia in 
September 2009. 

In what was Noel Blake’s first game 
in charge, he was one of 12 debutants 
in England’s 2-1 win. 

Ex-Saint Oscar Gobern was among 
Clyne’s colleagues that night, as were 
one-time St Mary’s loanee Jacob 
Mellis and ex-Saints academy striker 
Nile Ranger. 

Ranger, now at Swindon Town, is 
currently in the news as he is defend¬ 
ing himself in a crown court case 
after being charged with rape. 

Clyne went on to win nine England 
U19 caps, his last appearance coming 
in July 2010. 

The right back then won eight U21 
caps, making his debut in November 
2011 and winning his last cap against 
Israel last June. 

That was during England’s poor 
European Championship Finals cam¬ 
paign, where they were knocked out 
at the group stage having failed to 
win any of their three games. 

Manager Stuart Pearce left his post 
shortly after, while Clyne’s career at 
that age group finished due to his age.

NORTHERN Ireland manager 
Michael O’Neill is hoping to 
benefit from Southampton’s 
famed production line after 
calling up former Saints mid¬ 
fielder Ben Reeves. 

The likes of Gareth Bale, 
Theo Walcott, Adam Lallana 
and Luke Shaw have helped 
the south-coast club develop 
a reputation as one of the 
English game’s finest talent 
schools, and Reeves started 
his career at St Mary’s. 

The 22-year-old left for MK 
Dons in the summer after a 
handful of first-team appear¬ 
ances, but has quickly set¬ 
tled with 10 goals in 31 
matches this season. 


That form has earned him a 
place in the Northern Ireland 
squad that faces Cyprus in a 
friendly on March 5, and 
O’Neill is pleased to have him 
on board.

COULD BE ON CUP 


GUS Poyet has challenged his 
Sunderland players to make 
themselves the happiest in 
England after leading them from 
rock bottom. 

The 46-year-old Uruguayan has his 
heart set on completing a remark¬ 
able journey when he sends his team 
into battle with Manchester City at 
Wembley on Sunday with a first 
major trophy in 41 years up for 
grabs. 

It is a scenario he freely admits he 
could never have imagined on 
October 8 last year when he succeed¬ 
ed Paolo Di Canio at the helm with 
the Black Cats in disarray. 

Since then, the man who guided 
Brighton to the League 1 title in 
2010/11 at Saints’ expense has mas¬ 
terminded wins that have dumped 
Saints out of both the League Cup 
and the FA Cup. 

Asked what his emotions will be as 
he leads his players out below the 
famous arch, Poyet said: “It’s going 
to be special, firstly because I was 
not expecting this in my first season 
here, and secondly because every¬ 
thing was very, very dark and sad 
when we got here. 

“Now we are 90 minutes away - or 
120 - from being the happiest people 
in England. 

“Forget about the rest, in the cup 
especially we have been a team that 
was difficult to play against. We 
have beaten top teams to have a 
chance to be in the final.” 

Sunderland had collected just 
a single Barclays Premier 
League point from their open¬ 
ing seven games - from a 1-1 
draw at St Mary’s in August - 
when Poyet first walked on 
to the training pitch 
at the Academy of 
Light, and 

dreams of cup 
glory could hard¬ 
ly have been fur¬ 
ther from the new \ 
head coach's mind. 

He said: “If in my 
press conference you had 
asked me about the cup, I 
would have said, ‘Oh come 
on, stop it, I’m not talking 
about the cup. There is only 
one thing to talk about and 
that is the Barclays Premie 
League'. 

“But now we are here and now 
it's the opposite. Now if you 
asked every manager in 
England if they would like to be 
where we are, they would say 
to you, ‘Yes’ because you 
have got a chance to win 
something. 


“We need to make sure that we do 
everything possible to take this 
opportunity. 

“That's the only thing I can ask of 
my players, everything possible.” 
The Black Cats remain firmly 
entrenched in a battle for top¬ 
flight survival, but it 
one they can forget 
for a few days at 
least as they con¬ 
centrate on the 
task of upsetting 
the odds which will 
be heavily stacked 
against them. 

To do so, they will 
have to get the better 
of a City side packed 
with world stars. 

However, with the 
likes of John O'Shea 
md Wes Brown, who 
>ecame accustomed to 
winning trophies at 
former club 

Manchester United, 
and Sebastian 

Larsson, Craig 
Gardner and Ki 
Sung-yueng, 
League Cup 
winners in the 
recent past, among 


the red and white 
at least has some 
at his disposal. 

The South 
American, of course, 
took part in many big 
games during his 
own playing career. 

He said: “Me, I was 
the type of player 
normally before the 
games, I was not too ner¬ 
vous. I was terrible after 
the games, terrible. 

“Winning or losing, I 
kept playing the game, 
kept kicking people in 
bed the night after. 

“But I remember the 
Cup with Chelsea. When you 
walk into Wembley and the 
fans, every single one for and 
against, they are shouting and 
making an incredible noise, 
you feel the nerves. 

“But as soon as the ball 
starts rolling and you make 
the first few passes, normally 
you play the game. 

“You close out the sur¬ 
roundings and you just 
play the game.”

FORMER kings of Europe 
Liverpool were back in 
Southampton this weekend. 

The Reds’ arrival brought back 
memories of many memorable 
games between the two clubs at both 
The Dell and St Mary’s. 

Here, The Sports Pink looks back 
at all the Saints v Liverpool league 
games on the south coast. 

August 24, 1960 
Saints 4 Liverpool 1 

Ted Bates’ men recovered from 
conceding an early goal to run out 
comfortable winners in their first 
home game back in the old Division 
2 . 

Goals from John Sydenham, 
George O’Brien and Derek Reeves 
put Saints 3-1 up at half-time. 

Terry Paine rounded off the scor¬ 
ing seven minutes into the second 
half, and Saints went to Anfield a 
week later and completed the dou¬ 
ble thanks to an O’Brien effort. 

Despite those results, Liverpool 
still finished the season third, five 
places above an entertaining Saints 
side who scored 87 goals and con¬ 
ceded 81 in their 42 league games. 

December 2 1961 
Saints 2 Liverpool 0 

Saints completed a hat-trick of 
league wins against the Reds. 

A goal in each half from Tommy 
Mulgrew and George O’Brien 
inflicted one of only seven defeats in 
a season which ended with 
Liverpool winning the second tier 
title. 

The Anfield men have not been 
back to that level since. 

September 17 1966 
Saints 1 Liverpool 2 

There was a nightmare start for 
Saints when keeper Campbell 
Forsyth suffered a broken leg in col¬ 
liding with Ian Callagher and Denis 
Hollywood.’ 

Defender David Webb went in goal 
- there were no sub keepers in those 
days - and he conceded an opener to 
Ian St John shortly after. 

Callaghan added a second three 
minutes into the second half before 
Ron Davies replied late on. 

September 19 1967 
Saints 1 Liverpool 0 

Martin Chi vers’ first minute head¬ 
er sentenced leaders Liverpool to 
defeat. 

It was one of only nine losses that 
Bill Shankly’s men suffered that 
season, fewer than any other club - 
though they could only finish third. 

September 14 1968 
Saints 2 Liverpool 0 

Ron Davies and Terry Paine 
scored as Saints maintained their 
impressive Dell record against a 
Liverpool side who ended up run¬ 
ners-up in the top flight behind 
Leeds. 

March 11 1970 
Saints 0 Liverpool 1 

Alun Evans scored the only goal 
just before half-time, ensuring 
Gerry O’Brien’s debut ended up 
being a losing one. 

September 26 1970 
Saints 1 Liverpool 0 

Again a Liverpool player scored 
the only goal of the game, but this 
time it was visiting defender Alec 


Lindsey putting through his own net 
nine minutes from time. 

March 25 1972 
Saints 0 Liverpool 1 

John Toshack plundered a second 
half winner for a Liverpool side who 
finished third, a point adrift of 
champions Derby County. 

October 14 1972 
Saints 1 Liverpool 1 
Mick Channon rescued a point for 
Saints against a Liverpool side who 
arrived as league leaders and who 


went on to claim the title. Chris 
Lawler had put the visitors ahead 
five minutes before the break. 

October 13 1973 
Saints 1 Liverpool 0 

Mick Channon scored the only 
goal from the penalty spot in the 
seventh minute after a foul by Larry 
Lloyd. 

April 24 1979 
Saints 1 Liverpool 1 

Nick Holmes struck a 74th minute 


equaliser as Saints hit back to claim 
a point against that season’s run¬ 
away champions. 

It was one of only a record 16 
league goals Liverpool, who had 
gone ahead at The Dell through 
David Johnson, conceded in 42 
games en route to the title. 

September 1 1979 
Saints 3 Liverpool 2 

Lawrie McMenemy’s Saints 
claimed a famous win against the 
reigning champions. 


THIS SEASON’S SAINTS STATS ARE ON PAGE 8 
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Trevor Hebberd fired them ahead 
on 12 minutes before David Johnson 
levelled four minutes later. 

Phil Boyer restored Saints’ lead in 
the second half and Charlie George 
made it 3-1 prior to Colin Irwin 
reducing the arrears late on. 

September 20 1980 
Saints 2 Liverpool 2 

Future Saints boss Graeme 
Souness fired the visitors in front 
before Chris Nicholl and Phil Boyer 
put Saints in control at half-time. 


David Fairclough pounced for a 
second half leveller. 

April 24 1982 
Saints 2 Liverpool 3 

Liverpool took another step 
towards the title when Ronnie 
Whelan fired a last minute winner. 

Ian Rush had put Bob Paisley’s 
men ahead with Mick Channon lev¬ 
elling. 

Whelan restored Liverpool’s lead 
on 57 minutes before ex-Anfield 
favourite Kevin Keegan levelled 


from the penalty spot two minutes 
later. 

April 16 1983 
Saints 3 Liverpool 2 

A pulsating game saw all five goals 
come in a thrilling opening half. 

Steve Moran put Saints ahead 
from the penalty spot on only four 
minutes, but 12 minutes later 
Liverpool were ahead through 
Kenny Dalglish and Craig Johnston. 

Nick Holmes levelled on 22 min¬ 
utes before the same player cracked 


the winner four minutes before the 
break. 

It was one of only eight defeats for 
Liverpool that season, as they ran 
away with the title by 11 points. 

March 16 1984 
Saints 2 Liverpool 0 

A famous night at The Dell as two 
Danny Wallace goals gave Saints a 
Friday night victory in front of the 
live BBC cameras. 

Wallace’s first goal - an overhead 
kick after Mark Wright had headed a 
cross back to him - came on the 
stroke of half-time, and the winger 
hurled himself in front of Alan 
Hansen to head a late second. 

Liverpool still went on to collect 
another top flight title, though, as 
well as the League Cup and 
European Cups that season. 

May 14 1985 
Saints 1 Liverpool 1 

In the last league game of the sea¬ 
son, David Armstrong levelled after 
John Wark had put the visitors 
ahead. 

With Liverpool finishing second 
and Saints fifth, both clubs had qual¬ 
ified for the following season’s UEFA 
Cup. 

But they never competed, as 
English clubs were banned following 
the Heysel Stadium disaster in 
Liverpool’s European Cup final 
against Juventus a fortnight later. 

March 15 1986 
Saints 1 Liverpool 2 

George Lawrence thrust Saints in 
front shortly after the interval, but 
Liverpool - en route to another 
league title in Kenny Dalglish’s first 
season in charge - hit back through 
John Wark and Ian Rush. 

September 20 1986 
Saints 2 Liverpool 1 

Glenn Cockerill fired a winner 
midway through the second half. 

Steve McMahon had earlier can¬ 
celled out David Armstrong’s early 
opener. 

The game ended on a sour note 
when Liverpool’s Kevin McDonald 
suffered a broken leg. 

December 12 1987 
Saints 2 Liverpool 2 

Saints staged a stirring comeback 
after John Barnes had struck twice 
in the first 38 minutes. 

Colin Clarke started the comeback 
before Andy Townsend levelled 19 
minutes from time.

Jose urges

CHELSEA manager Jose 
Mourinho feels England boss 
Roy Hodgson should keep 
faith with Frank Lampard and 
Ashley Cole for the World Cup 
after the pair helped the 
Three Lions qualify for the 
tournament in Brazil this 
summer. 

Hodgson admits he may have 
to dash the World Cup 
dreams of some of his senior 
England players, having cho¬ 
sen a number of inexperi¬ 
enced names in his 30-strong 
squad for next week’s friendly 
against Denmark. 

While Hodgson has not direct¬ 
ly named those he might 
think to leave behind, it 
would be reasonable to 
assume players like Cole and 
Lampard, who have over 200 
caps between them, are 
under threat. 

Cole has been a mainstay of 
tournament foot¬ 
ball for 
England since 
2002, but 
the 33-year-

HE MAY have got a half-time 
ticking off in Sholing’s biggest 
game of the season last 
Saturday, but goalkeeper Matt 
Brown has the potential to play 
higher. 

So says the deliverer of that dress¬ 
ing room pep talk, manager Dave 
Diaper, who was chuffed to see the 
24-year-old respond with a man-of- 
the-match display in an historic 1-0 
FA Vase win over Larkhall Athletic. 

For large chunks of a tense fifth- 
round tie at the Silverlake Arena, 
Sholing had to defend for their lives 
against the lively leaders of the 
Toolstation Western Premier 
Division. 

And Brown, ably protected by the 
Boatmen’s twin defensive towers 
Pete Castle and Lee Bright, barely 
put a foot wrong - apart from one 
heart-in-the-mouth moment when he 
made a total hash of dealing with a 
15th-minute corner amid a congested 
18-yard box. 

Diaper said: “Browner was a bit iffy 
to start with, but he kept us in the 
game. 

“I told him at half-time ‘you’re a big 
lad and if someone blocks you off, 
that shouldn’t be happening. Just 
shove them out of the way.’ 

“But Matt’s done well for us. He 
knows he’s one-and-a-half stone 
overweight and at the moment he’s a 
Wessex League goalkeeper, but he 
could have a future at Conference 
level if he was dedicated enough.” 

Until the age of 16, Southampton 
lad Brown was a member of a gifted 
Saints youth squad which spawned 
such prodigious talent as Theo 


Walcott and the world’s most expen¬ 
sive footballer Gareth Bale. 

After leaving St Mary’s he had a 
spell with Eastleigh youth before 
joining Sholing during their VT FC 
days. 

Brown went off to university in 
Plymouth and, on returning to the 
area, played for his old Eastleigh 
mentor Wayne Mew at Romsey 
Town. 

Now living and working as a sports 
lecturer in Bournemouth, he pro¬ 
vides the sturdy backbone of a 
Boatmen’s side who have conceded 
just 16 goals in 22 league games since 
voluntarily returning to the Wessex 
ranks from the Southern League. 

Keeping a clean sheet against 
Larkhall was some achievement. 
The Bath-based outfit have been 
scoring goals for fun this term and 
their eye-catching centre-forward 
Tyler Sibbick - an ex-Weymouth 
reserve player - ran Brown close as 
star of the show. 

Reliving his uncomfortable first- 
half moment, Brown said: “One of 
their lads was pushing into me and I 
was told at half-time to toughen up 


and be more commanding. 

“Fair play to Larkhall, they had a 
lot of movement, but we dug in and 
got the result we needed. 

“It wasn’t always pretty, but we 
know we can play better and it’s the 
sign of a good team that we ground 
out the win. 

“We’ve played stop-start with the 
weather lately which made it diffi¬ 
cult coming into a big game like this. 
But these occasions are all about the 
result.” 

With last week’s game delayed by a 
week, Sholing already knew another 
home tie awaited them should their 
‘March to Arch’ extend to the quar¬ 
ter-finals. 

Lying in wait for the Boatmen next 
Saturday (March 8, 3pm) are 
Cambridgeshire outfit Wisbech 
Town, currently seventh in the 
United Counties Premier Division. 

“When we set out at the start of the 
season, the Vase was one of the cups 
we wanted to go far in,” said Brown. 

“We’ve got a good home record, 
which we’ll take into the next game. 

“We like playing at the Silverlake 
and teams coming here know they’ve 
got to do something special to beat 
us.” 

In fairness to Larkhall they did 
serve up a special performance but, 
faced with Brown’s defiance, they 
lacked that crucial end product. 

It was the Boatmen’s tireless top 
gun Lee Wort who gave them a les¬ 
son in finishing, expertly hooking 
the ball past Brown’s opposite num¬ 
ber Chris Snoddy in the 11th minute 
of extra-time. 

“Larkhall have got a good pedigree 
and controlled large portions of the 
game, but football’s all about putting 
the ball in the net,” Diaper reflected. 

“Our lads gave it their all and when 
I got them together for extra-time I 
said that, while Worty was on the 
pitch, we were always in with a 
shout.” 


Leveller not enough 
to save Williams...

“I despair sometimes. I’m still furious with 
him. Although he’s scored a goal, it’s not 
acceptable. He’s let people down because 
we could have won that game.” 

But Scott added: “The goal was huge. You 
could feel the lift it gave the whole dressing 
room.” 

Williams has netted 18 times this season, 
placing him third in the Conference Premier

STUART Hussey says he will continue 
playing age-defying striker Dave

CUT YOUNG GUNS , 


Youngsters need support 
rather than criticism - Hill 


EASTLEIGH boss Richard Hill believes 
young footballers need support - and 
not criticism - while they are making 
their way in the game. 

The Spitfires have plenty of seasoned cam¬ 
paigners in their ranks with the likes of Craig 
McAllister, Ben Stevens and Chris Todd 
adding valuable knowledge and experience to 
the club’s Skrill Conference South promotion 
push. 

But they also have a sprinkling of young¬ 
sters, one or two of whom have come in for a 
bit of stick of late on the fans’ forum, and Hill 
says it’s all too easy to expect an unrealistic 
level of maturity from footballers which 
is above and beyond their years. 

“The senior lads like Macca and 
Strevens are not old men, but 
they’ve been around a bit and just 
get on with the job,” said Hill, pic¬ 
tured right. 

“But a large percentage of foot¬ 
ballers are in and around the 22 to 
26 bracket and we forget some¬ 
times that they’re still young men. 

“Because footballers are there in 
the public eye, everyone treats them 
like fully-grown adults with the wisdom 4 
of a 40 or 50-year-old and assumes they should 
know what to do. But they don’t and they need 
guidance and help. 

“I’ve got sons of about that age and the 
world’s a scary place when you’re a young 
man. 

“The cross-section of supporters goes right 
up to people in their 60s and 70s and older, 
adults with more of an idea about life and how 
things should be done, and they think it’s the 
same for these young lads. 

“But young men - and women - are still 
learning and sometimes we need to cut them 
a bit of slack. 

“It’s all very well people thinking they’ve got 
a right to criticise footballers because they’re 


well paid, but I know for a fact that when 
you’re a young player you don’t get the salary 
of a man with a regular job - not unless you’re 
in the Premier League or with a good 
Championship club. 

“I know what some of the lads at Crawley 
Town are getting (in League One) and it’s 
nothing like the weekly wage people in indus¬ 
try get. 

“For some reason, people view lads differ¬ 
ently because they’re footballers. 

“What I would say is that players chase this 
career and know what goes with it but, as a 
manager, I have to recognise the pressure that 
gets put on them.” 

Rather than come to him, Hill would ide¬ 
ally like his young guns to confide in 
the Spitfires’ senior contingent as 
part of their football education and 
share any concerns they have. 

“I wouldn’t necessarily expect 
them to come to me. I’m just the 
bald, fat, horrible bloke that stands 
in front of them and tries to get 
them to win football matches,” he 
said. 

“Ideally I’d like the young ones to 
go to, say, Strevens, Todd or Macca for 
^ a bit of advice, but they’re too proud and 
worried that it will be seen as a sign of weak¬ 
ness.”

LINK-UP COMES 
TOO LATE FOR HILL 

FARNBOROUGH have announced a long¬ 
term joint venture with Sky Bet 
Championship side Reading. 

Reading Ladies will be playing their 
league fixtures at Paddy Power Park, start¬ 
ing in May and, as part of the agreement, 
the Royals have agreed to make major 
pitch improvements and help maintain the 
Cherrywood Road playing surface. 

For Eastleigh boss Richard Hill - a for¬ 
mer Reading coach - those improvements 
didn’t come quite soon enough. 

He was disgusted with the condition of 
the pitch last Saturday as Eastleigh 
ground out a vital 1-0 victory away to their 
Hampshire rivals in the Skrill Conference 
South. 

The promotion-hungry Spitfires, who 
desperately needed all three points to stay 
in touch with league leaders Bromley, 
made it mission accomplished thanks to a 
first-half winner from on-loan Salisbury 
City striker Ben Wright. 

But, as Hill explained, it wasn’t easy on a 
bobbly surface that made it virtually 
impossible to keep the ball on the deck. 

Branding Boro’s pitch “not acceptable 
for this level of football”, Hill said: “There 
must have been park pitches in better con¬ 
dition than that and I found it quite disre¬ 
spectful that they’d done no work on it. 

“I know our pitch isn’t fantastic, but 
we’ve put lots of hours in to get it in the 
best condition we can. 

“I know we’ve got soft, spongy areas on 
ours, every pitch has after all the rain 
we’ve had. But that wasn’t the problem at 
Farnborough, it was the fact it was so bob¬ 
bly. All you could do was kick the ball as 
far forward as you could. You couldn’t take 
any chances at the back. 

“Both goalkeepers had problems on the 
floor and there was one time when it 
looked like the ball was going out of play, 
but it didn’t, and Farnborough nearly 
scored from it. 

“To me the pitch was more unplayable 
than some of the ones when games have 
been called off. 

“It’s another footballing contradiction: 
because it wasn’t waterlogged, it was OK.” 

Commenting on Farnborough’s partner¬ 
ship with Reading, boss Spencer Day 
explained: “Reading have agreed to make 
major improvements and maintenance to 
our pitch as well as other financial consid¬ 
erations. 

“With attendances in ladies’ football on 
the rise, this link-up will bring substantial 
new supporters into Paddy Power Park 
with all the additional revenues that will 
bring. 

“With the imminent re-launch of our bar 
and new commercial kitchen, the timing of 
this deal is perfect. 

“We have also agreed a joint initiative 
regarding sponsorship and advertising 
and working together in the long-term will 
be a major benefit for the area after a 
tough few months.” 


Robins take flight 


STOCKBRIDGE admit their decision to 
resign from the Sydenhams Wessex 
League Division One was a painful one. 

But the 120-year-old west Hampshire 
club say they had no choice after having 
the stuffing knocked out of them by two 
cruel body blows. 

First they lost most of their players fol¬ 
lowing the twin departure of managers 
James Banks and Terry Chapman at the 
end of November - just a matter of 
months after being appointed. 

Then, having been given two weeks off 
by the SWL to sort themselves out, the 
stormy, wet weather conspired against 
them, resulting in 14 matches in a row 
being postponed. 

As a result, the new squad assembled 
by former manager Barry Andrews didn’t 
manage to play a game and, inevitably, 
some players drifted away, leaving 
Stockbridge with just a skeleton side. 

In addition, the torrential rain has 
delayed the completion of the Robins’ 
new changing rooms which are unlikely 
to be finished now until the end of the 
season. 

A club statement said: “After taking a 
long, hard look at the situation, we con¬ 
cluded it was in the best interests of 
everyone that we declared our position 
early to lessen the inconvenience to other 
clubs in the league. 

“The two new managers leaving the 
club at the end of November, taking all 
but two of our players with them, left us 
in a terrible predicament. Barry Andrews 
set about trying to get a squad together 
to see us through the season. He did a 
great job and we really appreciate all he 
did for us. 

“However, the weather conspired 
against us and some of the players drift¬ 
ed away and we were left with 21 games 
to play to get through the season.

CASH-STRAPPED Bashley stand on the 
brink of folding after chairman Mike 
Cranidge called a meeting for members 
to vote on the club’s closure. 

The members-run New Forest outfit - 
currently bottom of the Calor Southern 
Premier Division - this week circulated 
notice of an emergency general meeting 
(EGM) on Thursday, March 13 to their 
37-strong membership. 

A statement issued by Cranidge said: 
“Bashley Football Club has defied logic 
for many years as the village soccer 
club that made history by attaining 
Southern Premier League status. 

“The rise from park football to 
Southern Premier was driven by the 
enthusiasm, hard work and the invest¬ 
ment of football-loving local business 
people, but these have dwindled with 
the ravages of time. 

“More recently, the club has kept 
going hand-to-mouth, thanks to our 
main sponsor Hoburne Holiday Parks 
and the efforts, ingenuity and deep 
pockets of a handful of inexperienced 
but passionate volunteers. 

“Although never likely to survive on 
gate receipts alone, the drop of income 
caused by the loss of so many Saturday 
games from bad weather plus a current 
lack of sponsors has put survival in

“With our pitch still waterlogged and 
unlikely to be fit for another few weeks, 
we could not see how we could complete 
our fixtures. And, with the penalty for 
missing each game a minimum of £250, 
we could not risk the club going bank¬ 
rupt. 

“This club has a proud 120-year history 
and what has happened to us hurts, 
especially for those of us who have been 
with the club for many years.” 

Stockbridge, though, are not about to 
throw the towel in. 

They plan to rebuild a senior team with 
the aim of progressing back into the 
Wessex ranks as soon as possible. 

“We are told the FA will decide at what 
level we may return next season, so not 
much can be done on that front until we 
know the position,” the statement contin¬ 
ued. 

“On the positive side, we have six more 
local people who have joined our com¬ 
mittee, which will strengthen the club as 
we work through the current problems. 

“In the meantime, our four youth teams 
will continue to keep the flag flying for 
the club.”

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Pompey v 
Saints key to 
team spirit 

WITH a heady mix of players from 
Southampton and Portsmouth, it is 
no wonder that Gosport Borough 
have such an infectious team cama¬ 
raderie. 

Romsey-born Tim Sills, who 
scored all three of Gosport’s semi¬ 
final goals, lives in Poole, while Andy 
Forbes is based in Reading. 

But most of the players come from 
either side of the great Hampshire 
divide. 

“It’s the cause of a lot of friendly 
banter - we often play Pompey v 
Southampton at five-a-side in train¬ 
ing because it’s a pretty even split,” 
smiles assistant manager Mick 
Catlin. 

“The way the lads have bonded 
has been really special and that 
team spirit has carried us through.” 

Hedge End-based Danny Smith, 
pictured below, the former AFC 
Bournemouth midfielder who cap¬ 
tained Winchester City to their FA 
Vase triumph in 2004, was a key 
player in the semi-final. 

“Over the two legs I thought Danny 
was our man-of-the-match, he’s a 
defensive midfielder which isn’t a 
glory position but he’s very disci¬ 
plined and when he’s out we miss 
him,” said Catlin. 

“He had a hamstring injury leading 



up to the first-leg and we were des¬ 
perate to get him back.” 

Gosport’s run has captured the 
imagination of other clubs, with 
Winchester City even planning to 
take a coach-load to support Smith 
and Forbes, who was a prolific 
goalscorer for the last Hampshire 
non-league team to win a national 
cup. 

“Forbesy can play in any position, 
bar goalkeeper, but he could proba¬ 
bly do that very well too,” says 
Catlin. 

“He reads the game very well and 
has played for us at right-back and 
centre-forward. 

“But he’s had to play at left-back in 
the Trophy as [former Saints trainee] 
Brett Poate has been needed at cen¬ 
tre-half with Ian Richardson cup- 
tied.” 

Southampton barber Adam Wilde, 
reserve-team goalkeeper Gareth 
Barfoot and former GE Hamble 
winger Rory Williams are all from the 
red half of Hampshire. 

So too is Mike Gosney, who has 
Wembley experience as an FA Vase 
runner-up with AFC Totton against 
Truro City in 2007. 

The left-winger played a more cen¬ 
tral role against Havant, which Catlin 
believed was key to the shock 3-1 
aggregate win against a Hawks side 
11 points better off in the 
Conference South. 

“Gos played a slightly different role 
in the semi-final, just off Tim Sills, 
and personally I think that was the 
tactic that undid Havant. 

“They didn’t think we would play 
that way.” 
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THERE will be no prouder man 
than Gosport Borough’s Mick 
Catlin when Hampshire’s first 
FA Trophy finalists take the 
field at Wembley later this 
month. 

The champagne was still flowing 
following last week’s dramatic semi¬ 
final against Havant & 
Waterlooville when manager Alex 
Pike revealed that his assistant will 
have the honour of leading Gosport 
out before their big game against 
Cambridge United on Sunday, 
March 23. 

“Mick’s the most loyal person, a 
great friend and he thoroughly 
deserves it,” explained Pike. 

But they have not always been so 
close. 

“I didn’t used to like Alex, he 
always tried to wind me up when I 
was manager of Andover,” laughs 
Catlin. 

“We had a few disagreements and 
once I even took him to the 
Hampshire FA for tapping up one of 
my players! 

“But I think he liked the fact that I 
always stood up for myself and had 
something about me. 

“We complement each other well.” 

Pike’s five-year partnership with 
Catlin has helped Gosport to back- 
to-back Southern League promo¬ 
tions as well as a Wembley appear¬ 
ance. 

“I didn’t think it would last long,” 
smiles Catlin. “But here we are, five 
years later!” 

Gosport were a perennial Wessex 
club when Pike took over in 2005 
and have won promotion from the 
Southern League (S & W) to the 
Premier and Conference South 
since he joined forces with Catlin, a 
former Gosport midfielder who cut 
his managerial teeth with 
Petersfield, Fleet Town and Havant 
& Waterlooville’s reserve team. 

Catlin is in his second spell as 
Gosport’s assistant manager, hav¬ 
ing left Privett Park for Andover 
when John Robson was sacked and 
replaced by Pike eight years ago. 

Pike will become the first manager 
to win both of non-league’s major 
cup competitions, 22 years after win¬ 
ning the Vase with Wimborne 
Town, should Gosport pull off 
arguably the biggest upset in the 
Trophy’s 44-year history. 

But Catlin has played just as 


important a role, Pike himself hav¬ 
ing described him as more like a 
co-manager than an assistant. 

“Alex always makes the final 
decisions, but likes me to get on 
with looking after the players and 
the tactical side of things,” he 
explained. 

“He’s very good at motivating 
and dealing with the chairman and 
the press, which can be very time 
consuming because the media 
attention has doubled with each 
promotion. 

“If you get too tied up in that, the 


team gets neglected.” 

Unlike most Conference South 
managers, Catlin and Pike also 
have their own day jobs. 

“We’ve both got our own compa¬ 
nies, which helps,” says Catlin, 
who runs Gutter care, an alumini¬ 
um gutter installation company, 
while Pike owns a sportswear busi¬ 
ness. 

“It was quite difficult to motivate 
myself to go back to work on 
Monday morning, the phone was 
still going every five minutes with 
texts, tweets and facebook messages. 


“I had to put it in the van so I 
could concentrate on working! 

“But getting to Wembley makes 
all the hours you put in worth¬ 
while and the cup run’s been good 
for business.”

GOSPORT Borough are almost certain to find 
themselves up against a current Pompey play¬ 
er when they step out at Wembley for the FA 
Trophy final later this month. 

Ryan Bird, 26, scored three League 2 goals 
for Pompey in 18 outings - 13 of them as a 
sub - prior to joining Cambridge United on 
loan in January. 

Bird struck twice on his U’s debut in a 3-3 
draw at Dartford and also grabbed all three of 
his new club’s goals in the Trophy semi-finals. 

The former Burnham forward scored both as 
Cambridge won the first leg against Grimsby 
2-1 at The Abbey Stadium, and also opened 
the scoring in last weekend’s 1-1 second leg 
draw at Blundell Park.

IN August 1987 the English 
football landscape was 
markedly different to that 
which exists today. 

Liverpool were nine months away 
from supplanting Everton as 
league champions, writes PAUL 
McNAMARA. 

Wimbledon, Luton Town and 
Oxford United featured among 21 
top-flight teams, while Eastleigh, 
seven years after a change of name 
from Swaythling, were members of 
the Wessex League 

Meanwhile, just days past his 18th 
birthday, Andy Cook was making 
his debut for home town club 
Southampton, against a 
Manchester United side under the 
charge of 45-year-old Scotsman 
Alex Ferguson. 

For Cook, now the physiothera¬ 
pist at Eastleigh, the memories of 
a personally monumental day 
haven’t dwindled with time. 

“It was a dream debut really, in 
terms of the team we were play¬ 
ing, Manchester United, and the 
fact it was the first game of the 
season,” he recalled. 

“It was a packed Dell and the 
atmosphere was fantastic. 

“I’ve got very happy memories 
of it. 

“I was more or less marking 
Gordon Strachan, so it was a decent 
Man Utd team.” 

The identity of a number of the 
individuals in that United outfit 
suggests that they were more than 
‘decent’. 

Magisterial Irish defender Paul 
McGrath and England’s ‘Captain 
Marvel’ Bryan Robson were part of 
a side that left The Dell on the back 
of a keenly contested 2-2 draw - “a 
decent result”, according to Cook. 

The exceptional Norman 
Whiteside, a player who was denied 
by a host of injuries from ever ful¬ 
filling his outstanding potential, 
scored both Red Devils’ goals. 

With his career finished at 26 
years of age, Whiteside, fascinated 
by the intricacies of the frame that 
had continued to fail him, qualified 
as a podiatrist. 

Fate decreed that the young left- 
back, thrust into Southampton’s 
first-team after seven years spent 
growing up at the club, would be 
similarly plagued by injury. 

The common ground between the 
two players doesn’t end there. 

Cook’s interest in the body and its 
rehabilitation was spiked by the 
hours, days and weeks spent 
undergoing his various recovery 
programmes. 

“A few,” is Cook’s response, 
laughing when considering how 
many setbacks he faced during his 
career. 

“At Southampton, specifically, I 
had a lot of hamstring problems. 

“I can look back now and say it 
was related to a back problem that 
I ultimately had an operation on 
when I was at Saints. 

“I had a discectomy to remove a

Swansea City, Portsmouth and Millwall. 

“They’re my home club and I’d been 
there from the age of 11, training on a reg¬ 
ular basis in the gym at the Dell,” he said. 
“I came up through the nursery team, 
schoolboy, apprentice, and then pro at 17.” 

Cook’s body might have proven his undo¬ 
ing with respect to playing regular foot¬ 
ball, but that was a circumstance which he 
resolved to turn in his favour. 

“As a player you want consistency. You 
need to be able to consistently train and play. 

“If you get back, play ten or 15 games, and 
then pick up another injury that keeps you 
out for another couple of months, it’s very 
difficult. 

“It’s like you’re doing pre-season over 


and over again. My whole playing career 
was stop-start, I suppose. 

“I spent so much time in rehab and the 
treatment room, then subsequently in 
post-operative rehabilitation, that it gave 
me an insight into that side of the game. 

“I’d been at five league clubs and seen the 
way different people work. Those experi¬ 
ences definitely pointed me in that 
direction.” 

It was during his time at 
Portsmouth that Cook encoun¬ 
tered Keith Waldon, then a 
physio at Fratton Park and 
vice-chairman of the Society of 
Sports Therapists.

BLACKFIELD & Langley assistant 
boss Chris Farrell says he is 
“absolutely chuffed” that his old 
buddy Alex Pike has booked a 
return to trip to Wembley. 

Farrell, right-hand man to ex- 
Saint Kevin Gibbens at Gang 
Warily, first met Pike 17 years 
ago when he moved down to the 
Dorset area from the Midlands. 

Pike was already something of 
a local celebrity by then, having 
famously led Wimborne Town to 
glory under the north London’s 
twin towers in the 1992 FA Vase 
final. 

And Farrell had a feeling in his 
bones that a second Wembley 
appearance was beckoning for 
Pike, pictured below, when 
Borough drew local Portsmouth 
rivals Havant & Waterlooville in 
the FA Trophy semi-final. 

His instincts proved spot on, 
with Gosport following up a stub¬ 
born 1-1 draw at Westleigh Park 
with a momentous 2-0 second- 
leg victory over the Hawks at 
Privett Park last Saturday. 

“Alex proved me right and I’m 
absolutely chuffed to bits for 
him,” said Farrell. 

“When I moved down from the 
Midlands, I was 
loosely associat¬ 
ed with 
Hamworthy 
United when 
Alex was man¬ 
ager there and 
I did a bit of 

scouting for him. _ 

“When Alex went 
off to Gosport, Phil Simkin (Pike’s 
Hamworthy successor) asked me 
to step in as his number two.” 

Farrell also extended his con¬ 
gratulations to Sydenhams 
Premier Division rivals Sholing, 
who succeeded where Blackfield 
failed by knocking Toolstation 
Western Premier top dogs 
Larkhall Athletic out of the FA 
Vase on Saturday. 

Blackfield were going through 
some turbulent times behind the 
scenes when beaten 3-0 in the 
fourth round proper at Larkhall’s 
Plain Ham stronghold in mid- 
January. 

The Larks also gave Sholing’s

“The players instantly thought

All these years on, what remains 
Pike’s lasting memory of his great¬ 
est day? “Breaking my vow of not 
drinking,” he laughed. “I was 
thrown in the bath at Wembley and 
I drank a bottle of champagne too 
quickly. 

“I don’t remember too much after 
that.” 

Richardson has recalled how Pike 
took his squad up to their pre-final 
hotel on the Wednesday before the 
Saturday final. 

“It was all very relaxed,” he 
remembered. “We trained a bit, we 
went out a few nights, it was all 
very enjoyable. We went to the pub 
a few times, no nightclubs. There 
were no restrictions placed on us. 

“I remember we went to a 
karaoke evening - Mark Allen and 
Jason Lovell did a memorable ren¬ 
dition of the Bee Gees!” 

In the semi-final, Wimborne had 
beaten Bamber Bridge 2-0 at 
Cuthbury in the second leg after a 
goalless away draw. 

The Magpies’ unlikely two-goal 
hero in the second leg was defender 
Trevor Ames, a local hairdresser.

DRODGE INJURY SPURS RRUCK TO WIN

BROCKENHURST will lock horns 
with Sparsholt in this month’s 
Hampshire Sixth Form Colleges 
Cup final. 

But their place in the Peter Munro 
Cup showpiece at Southampton 
Solent University’s Test Park 
Stadium on Wednesday, March 19 
has come at a cost, writes MIKE VIM- 
PANY. 

The influential Adam Drodge, a 
key member of the Brockenhurst 
team which lifted the British 
Colleges crown last term, suffered a 
suspected broken leg in the 6-1 semi¬ 
final win over Portsmouth. 

Drodge will now have to be content 
with an uncomfortable touchline 
spectating role in 18 days time. 

The semi-final was held up for 
some 40 minutes at Portsmouth’s 
Sailing Centre as paramedics attend¬ 
ed to Drodge, who was injured after 
the Portsmouth goalkeeper 
appeared to bring him down midway 
through the first half. 

Brock, 1-0 down at the time, were 
furious they didn’t get a penalty in 
the incident that led to Drodge 
breaking his leg. 

Coach Carl Robson explained: “On 
20 minutes Adam (Drodge) was 
slipped in one-on-one versus the 
Portsmouth goalkeeper after some 


fantastic build-up play involving 
Harry Morgan and Matt Gane. 

“Adam got to the ball before the 
goalkeeper and touched it round him 
- only for the Portsmouth goalkeep¬ 
er to bring him down inside the box. 

“To my amazement the referee 
gave a free kick the other way when 


in reality it should of been a penalty 
and a red card for the goalkeeper.” 

Robson believes the injury to 
Drodge fired Brockenhurst towards 
their eventual victory. 

“The sense of injustice the team felt 
seemed to be just the catalyst to 
ignite a comeback,” Robson added. 


“We came out with renewed energy 
and determination and went on to 
perform at a tempo Portsmouth 
found difficult to cope with.” 

Bryce Banfield, Drodge’s replace¬ 
ment, found acres of space behind 
surprisingly high Portsmouth back 
four to start the comeback, coolly 
rounding the goalkeeper to equalise. 
Brockenhurst came in at half-time 2- 
1 up with Connor Doe getting on the 
scoresheet also from a set piece. 

The second half saw Brockenhurst 
dominate possession and go on to 
score four more, with Portsmouth 
looking unlikely to add to their earli¬ 
er score. 

Jack Hoey’s introduction finished 
Portsmouth - the substitute coming 
off the bench to score and create two 
other goals and complete a great 
cameo appearance. 

Other scorers in the second half 
were Bryce Banfield, Harry Morgan 
and Jesse Gould. 

Sparsholt, who beat Itchen 3-2 in 
the other semi-final at Andover’s 
Portway Stadium, aim for a second 
cup final appearance when they host 
Stanmore College, from Middlesex, 
in the English Schools FA Under-18 
College Trophy on Monday, noon. 

If Sparsholt beat Stanmore - who 
won the trophy last year - they will 
play St John’s Rigby, from Wigan, in 
the final. 


Garraway on 
treble trail 

Kurtis Garraway notched a 
second half hat-trick as Itchen 
took another positive step 
towards retaining the 
Hampshire Sixth Form 
Colleges title for a sixth suc¬ 
cessive season.

EDDIE Mitchell is leading the 
quest to return Poole Town to 
their spiritual home. 

The former AFC 
Bournemouth chairman, right, 
has held talks with Stadia UK 
over the Dolphins returning to 
a new multi-purpose arena at 
their old Poole Stadium base. 

The club were kicked out of 
the stadium - their home for 
61 years - back in 1994 and 
led a nomadic existence 
before pitching up at Tatnam 
Farm, in the grounds of 
Oakdale Junior School, in 
October 2000 and have been 
there ever since. 

Mitchell was tasked with 
finding a permanent new 
home for the club after he 
acquired a two-year majority 
share option in December last 
year. 

A statement from Stadia 
UK, Poole Stadium’s opera¬ 
tors, said it was investigating 
the “feasilibility of incorporat¬ 
ing our three sports (soccer, 
speedway and greyhound 
racing) and that it expected to 
reach a “principle conclusion” 


over the next two months. 

Mitchell has stressed that 
the plans are in their infancy, 
but the Sandbanks-based 
property developer said: “I 
usually get things done, so I 
don’t see why this would be 
any different. I have put in my 
expertise to make it happen 
and I think we will make 
progress. 

“I would not have invested 
so much time if I didn’t 
believe in it or feel sure it 
would go ahead. 

“Poole Stadium and Poole 
Town FC go hand in hand 
and we are totally looking 
towards this with the stadium 
leaseholders. There would be 
no better place.” 

On the prospect of being 


directly involved with renovat¬ 
ing the site, Mitchell added: “I 
would like to think I would be, 
it’s what I do. 

“It (the stadium) needs a 
brush-up and I just want it 
work for the football club, the 
town itself and whoever else 
is involved with the speedway 
and the dogs.” 

Flailing Mitchell’s influence, 
Chris Reeves, vice-chairman 
of the ambitious Calor 
Southern Premier Division 
club, said: “We have had a 
very good relationship with 
Stadia UK and held two or 
three meetings since leaving 
Poole Stadium to explore the 
possibility of going back. 

“We didn’t have much to 
offer the stadium but, with 
Eddie going in with his 
greater plans, we are now in 
a position to start talking 
about what we can offer in 
return. 

“Eddie is the new factor 
which causes me to be opti¬ 
mistic that, this time, the dis¬ 
cussions with Stadia UK will 
bear fruit.”

Waldon passed on some of his wisdom 
and, after moving to Millwall, Cook took 
the first steps on the road to his new life. 

“I started going to night school in 
Orpington on a Monday and Thursday 
after training - or after rehab probably! I 
spent most of my time at Millwall in the 
treatment room. 

“I started off doing an A Level in 
Human Biology, then a Diploma in 
Sports Therapy and finally did my 
degree in Applied Sports Therapy at 
Teesside University.” 

There aren’t many people better placed 
than the man tasked with returning 
Eastleigh’s stricken footballers back to 
health - a job that could keep him 
extremely busy across two hectic forth¬ 
coming months, as the Spitfires chase 
the Conference South title - to contrast 
the care received by today’s players, and 
that which was provided in less enlight¬ 
ened times. 

“It’s been a massive jump from the pro¬ 
tocol for injured players going back 30- 
odd years to now,” Cook explained. 

“There’s so much more knowledge and 
understanding of what the body is going 
through as a professional athlete, espe¬ 
cially the mechanics of what’s occurring. 

“There’s more research being done all 
the time and sports science has come on 
leaps and bounds in the modern game. 

“It’s probably a multi-faceted approach 
now to fitness and rehab, rather than 
being so straightforward. 

“The facilities, certainly at Premier 
League and Championship clubs, are 
such that there’s a whole medical team. 

“Players are treated as individuals. 
Their needs are catered for far, far better 
than was previously the case.” 

Another advantage for the modern 
player, says Cook, is the more refined 
approach taken to instil the fitness that 
will carry them through a long, arduous 
season. 

“Back in my day, most managers 
would just run you ragged. Certainly at 
Southampton pre-seasons were very dif¬ 
ficult, and at Swansea City as well. 

“But that was just part and parcel of 
what we did. 

“Today it’s a little bit more scientific. 

“The importance of recovery days and 
recovery strategies for players is 
acknowledged and understood now. 

“Players aren’t worked to the point of 
breaking. 

“It’s more a case of improving their sta¬ 
mina and strength in a progressive man¬ 
ner, rather than ‘beasting’ them.” 

Cook is passionate and enthusiastic on 
his specialist subject. 

His tone only drops briefly when dis¬ 
cussing the alternative post-playing 
option of management - something he 
has brief experience of with Salisbury 
City, as well as on a temporary basis at 
Woking. 


“I was offered the Salisbury job way 
back when I’d been there a couple of 
years as a player and Geoff Butler had 
departed. 

“I took over for a very brief period, dur¬ 
ing which time I was still studying, so it’s 
nothing I ever really seriously consid¬ 
ered pursuing. 

“I was always going to go in the direc¬ 
tion I have. 

“With Woking, a friend of mine, Kim 
Grant, was sacked very early on into the 
season (2008/2009). 

“Phil Gilchrist took over and I gave 
him a hand as an assistant. 

“That was extremely difficult to be 
honest, trying to juggle looking after the 
players as well as helping Phil. 

“I did what I could but it was never 
something I was going to pursue. 

“Looking after the players is something 
that extends to more than restoring their 
optimum physical condition. 

“There is also the mental welfare of, 
typically, the most downbeat group in 
any squad - those who can’t play - to 
consider. 

“I spent enough time in the treatment 
room myself to realise that, when you 
come in here, you’ve got to put a smile on 
their face. 

“If you don’t then you’re not going to 
get the best out of them in terms of com¬ 
mitment or effort into what you want 
them to do. 

“They’ve got to enjoy what they’re 
doing to a certain extent, as well as 
understanding why it’s important for 
them to do these things. 

“I do have a laugh and a joke and bit of 
banter with them as well as working on 
the serious side of things.” 

In fine physical nick, and with his 
touch not having deserted him one iota, 
Cook can still be seen taking part in 


practice games with a group of foot¬ 
ballers he holds in high regard - 
although any pining for his own playing 
days comes with a caveat attached. 

“They’re a good bunch of lads. A lot of 
them have come from professional back¬ 
grounds so they’ve been brought up to 
appreciate the correct protocol. 

“Obviously, you get the odd moan 
when you ask them to do something that 
they think is a bit too hard, but you prob¬ 
ably wouldn’t be doing your job properly 
if they were completely comfortable with 
what you’re asking them to do. 

“Certainly my joints don’t (wish he was 
still playing), but, yeah, I suppose you 
always miss that feeling of running out 
and playing, then coming back in after a 
great result. 

“But I don’t have too many regrets 
from my playing days. Obviously, I 
would have liked to have played more 
professional games, but injury dictated 
that wouldn’t be the case. 

“Overall, though, I’m fairly comfort¬ 
able and happy still being involved in the 
game and on this side of things.” 

With his own thriving sports therapy 
clinic in Romsey, and a long standing 
set-up with New Street Chiropractic 
Clinic in Salisbury, both fitting in per¬ 
fectly around his involvement with 
Eastleigh, Cook had found the “ideal” 
way to marry his two areas of profes¬ 
sional expertise. 

Today, 26 and a half years on from their 
draw at The Dell, Manchester United are 
trying to rediscover their mojo under a 
new Scottish manager, Liverpool are 
mounting a charge at the top flight sum¬ 
mit, Saints have an 18 year-old left-back, 
and Andy Cook is very much part of the 
Hampshire football scene. 

Maybe the landscape isn’t quite so dif¬ 
ferent after all...

Lumb ton 
not enough 
for England 

ENGLAND’S ‘groundhog’ experience 
followed them all the way from Australia 
to Antigua as they lost a match they 
seemed set to win to go 1 -0 down in 
the one-day international series against 
West Indies. 

A century on ODI debut from 34-year- 
old former Hampshire player Michael 
Lumb appeared to be carrying England 
to victory as they chased 269 for six. 

But instead Stuart Broad’s tourists 
paid, among other things, for their con¬ 
fusion over what is and what is not a 
wide in this format - and the captain 
admits they will be revising their game 
plan because of it. 

Dwayne Bravo (87) and Darren 
Sammy (61) smashed 116 runs in the 
last ten overs, and Broad and Tim 
Bresnan needed an on-pitch tutorial 
from umpire Marais Erasmus after he 
called the Yorkshireman for a wide. 

Fellow seamer Chris Jordan also lost 
his line, in a strong crosswind at the Sir 
Vivian Richards Stadium, as West 
Indies recovered from 45 for four to 
post a target which proved beyond 
England, despite the heartening perfor¬ 
mance of opener Lumb (106), below. 

“It was those last ten overs with the 
ball that really hurt us,” said Broad. 

“The first 40 overs with the ball, I 
thought, were awesome. 

“I really enjoyed how the spinners 
reacted to being asked to do slightly 
different things - in the powerplay and 
Rooty opening up. 

“It’s something other countries seem 
to do, but we’re quite 
‘English’ about it. 

“I thought the spin 
at the start worked 
really nicely and is 
something we can 
carry forward.” 

If that plan worked 
well, England’s next 
fell flat. 

“If I’m brutally honest, we 
had quite a strong plan to bowl wide 
yorkers and get the guys hitting into the 
big wind, and we got done a little bit by 
not knowing the rules, I suppose,” 
added Broad. 

“It was a bit confusing out there, but if 
the batsman stands outside off-stump 
then the line doesn’t move. 

“Bresy got a little bit confused as to 
where the line actually belonged. 

“I’m still not 100 per cent sure 
because Marais was a little bit unsure 
as well, I think. 

“I need to clarify it myself... but you 
might not see a lot of wide yorkers on 
Sunday.” 

Much of what Broad saw pleased 
him, but an inability to close out the 
match - as so often in Australia this 
winter - did not. 

He said: “The two debutants got us in 
a very winnable position and, a bit like 
Adelaide, we managed to lose when we 
should have won. 

“We got stuck at the end ... we’ve lost 
by 16 runs and it feels like we didn’t 
score off the last ten overs. The guys 
are really disappointed. 

“When Lumby got his hundred, we 
didn't see the game even being close - 
let alone losing.” 

Lumb carried them as far as 180 for 
three, with 13 overs left. 

“A debut hundred is a fantastic 
achievement,” said the captain. 

“I’ve been very pleased with a lot of 
things today, but we just fell at that final 
hurdle again.”

BUBBLE football, boxing, rugby 
and, earlier this week, a day 
working behind the scenes at 
The Ageas Bowl. 

It has not been a conventional pre¬ 
season for Hampshire’s cricketers. 

But normality will soon be 
restored. 

Next weekend they depart for 
Barbados for the fourth successive 
year. 

The two-and-a-half week tour 
includes a one-day game against 
Derbyshire (Kensington Oval, 
March 15) followed by a T20 
competition against 

Nottinghamshire 
Warwickshire and 

Derbyshire and two two- 
day matches against 
Warwickshire 
(Windward CC, March 
18/19) and Notts (Carlton 
CC, March 21/22). 

They will be joined in the 
Caribbean by Dale Benkenstein, 
following the former Durham cap¬ 
tain’s recent appointment as 
Hampshire’s first-team coach. 

Hampshire captain Jimmy Adams 
is looking forward to meeting up 
with the South African for the first 
time since they played together for 
the MCC in last season’s curtain- 
raiser against county champions 
Warwickshire. 

“He’ll be a great asset for us,” says 
Adams. “I’ve got to know him a lit¬ 
tle through Macca (Neil McKenzie) 
and Skeg (Nic Pothas) and we had a 
chat over a coffee before he went 
back out to South Africa following 
his appointment. 

“He’s obviously going to bring a 
wealth of experience and we’re 
lucky to have him. 

“If we hadn’t got him he’d have 
been head hunted by another coun¬ 
ty. He’s been seen as a high-poten¬ 
tial coach for a while and I’m sure 
he’ll be even more highly regarded 
down the line. 

“This is the start of a great career 
for him.” 

The additions of overseas pair 
Kyle Abbott, the South African 
seamer, and Glenn Maxwell are 
another boon. 

“We’re delighted Kyle’s going to be 
with us for a decent amount of time, 
he comes exceptionally highly rated 
and Maxi’s always been keen to 
return, we know what he’s capable 
of in all cricket and are really happy 
to have him back,” said Adams. “We 
feel we’ve recruited pretty well.” 

It has almost become tradition for 
Hampshire’s bowlers to head out to 
Barbados earlier than the batters, 
but Chris Wood will not be travel¬ 
ling as he is making his way back 
from micro fracture surgery on his 
right knee.

Championship last season, will not 
be there throughout. 

“Woody’s the only one not coming 
because of his knee rehab and 
Tommo’s only coming for part of it,” 
said Adams. “He has to be careful 
how he goes because the different, 
harder surfaces out in Barbados 
have caused him trouble before. 

“Otherwise, we’re taking a full 
complement and we’re looking for¬ 


ward to it.” 

The start of Hampshire’s 
Barbados tour will coincide with 
England’sT20 internationals 
against the West Indies at the 
Kensington Oval, Bridgetown, 
where they play Derbyshire in their 
opening game two days after the 
final match of England’s tour. 

It was thought that Danny Briggs 
would miss Hampshire’s tour 


because of England’s commitments 
in the Caribbean and at the World 
T20, before Lancashire’s Steven 
Parry was preferred. 

Briggs’ omission comes after he 
conceded 53 runs from his four 
overs against Australia in Hobart at 
the end of January, his seventh T20

denly he’s gone from being in a lot of 
squads to none at all. I just hope 
things have been discussed with him 
because it didn’t look like he bowled 
too badly in that game, they just 
went after him,” said Adams. 

Briggs’ England omission at least 
means Hampshire should have him 
throughout the season, which sees 
the T20 tournament begin earlier 
than ever (against Glamorgan at the 


Ageas Bowl on May 16) and played 
mostly on Friday nights. 

“I’ll reserve judgement on the new 
format for now,” said Adams, whose 
reluctance to captain Hampshire in 
all forms means the county are yet 
to finalise their T20 captain (see 
today’s Daily Echo). 

“A lot of cricket is being squeezed 
in but the new format certainly 
makes things tricky in terms of find¬ 


ing overseas players. 

“Fingers crossed, it will be a draw 
for the supporters.” 

In the meantime, Adams is just 
looking forward to playing cricket 
again, having worked with the 
Ageas Bowl’s conference and ban¬ 
queting department with Liam 
Dawson on Wednesday morning. 

“We try and do something differ¬ 
ent every Wednesday and this week 


we all took on a few of the other jobs 
that are done around the ground,” 
said Adams. “It was hard work! 
Tommo and Briggsy were in the 
ticket office, a few worked with the 
groundstaff and others were in the 
kitchen. 

“It doesn’t do any harm to get 
away from cricket - it helps the boys 
realise how lucky we are to be doing 
what we’re doing.”

Marvellous: the Marvin Hagler Story

HARRY Carpenter, Britain’s finest boxing 
commentator, described the aftermath of the 
fearsome contest between the then world 
middleweight champion Alan Minter and his 
challenger, Marvin Hagler, as a low-point in 
his commentating career. 

The pair staged a short, but savage con¬ 
test at Wembley Arena in September 1980 
following a clutch of injudicious comments - 
by both men - which fanned ugly racial feel¬ 
ing among a small group of spectators. 

When the referee stopped the fight in the 
third round (Minter was by then blinded by 
his own blood), beer cans and bottles rained 
down on the ring and chaos ensued. 

Hagler had won the world title, which he 
believed was his destiny. Unlike many of 
those who would follow him, Hagler had 
achieved success the hard way: it took him 
50 fights to claim the world crown. 

Nor did he take his foot off the gas follow¬ 
ing the disgraceful scenes in London, suc¬ 
cessfully defending his world middleweight 
title 12 times. Before he stepped into the ring 
against Minter, ‘Marvellous Marvin’ had not 
lost a fight since September 1976; he would 
remain undefeated until April 1987. 

Marvellous is a compelling story, one 
which wastes little time on flowery introduc¬ 
tions before transporting the reader back to 
1980 and the 
build-up to the 
Wembley bout. 

As Marvellous 
points out on 
numerous occa¬ 
sions, Hagler’s 
pugilistic style was 
not what anyone 
could describe as 
classical, but was 
he supremely 
effective. 

His appearance 
was probably enough to sow doubts into the 
mind of several opponents. He could punch 
with incredible power, but, as his fight in Las 
Vegas in 1985 against Tommy Hearns 
showed, he much preferred to mix-it inside 
where he could rough up opponents, throw 
low blows, use his elbows and, ideally, rub 
his shaven skull into their freshly-opened 
wounds. 

Boxing was a dirty game, especially at pro¬ 
fessional level, and particularly during the 
seventies and eighties. Hagler understood 
this and preferred not to talk with, nor shake 
the hands of opponents before a fight, 
ostensibly because he had his sights set on 
destroying them in the ring. 

This well-written biography propels the 
reader through Hagler’s career in double- 
quick time, up to the point where he lost, in 
extremely controversial circumstances, to 
Sugar Ray Leonard. At a shade over 250 
pages, it leaves the reader wanting more of 
the same from the brothers who have 
authored an engrossing read.
